“PERSECUTED” market 
traders are accusing council 
chiefs of trying to kill-off Ely’s 
traditional markets. 

Furious traders at Ely’s weekly 
Saturday craft and collectables market 
insist the markets are not as “rosy” as 
East Cambridgeshire District Council is 
making out. 

Traders say they feel “persecuted” as 
pitch costs are continuing to rise and 
they insist the council is destroying the 
traditional vibe of the popular Saturday 
market. 
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However, the district council has said 
the Saturday market is still attracting new 
traders. 

Chris Davis, who has been selling 
watches and electrical goods on the 
market for 11 years, said: “I think it’s fair 
to say we all feel persecuted. 

“Ely’s markets are the most expensive 
for traders to be at in the area and yet still 
we are being asked to fork out more. 
There’s no value for money for us. 
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Council says market 
occupancy is rising

Fun day celebrates home food

“The market used to be a 
traditional market with rows 
and rows of stalls selling 
unique items. Now there are 
much less stalls and too 
many run-of-the-mill stalls, 
including food stalls. 

“They’re continuing to put 
the prices up for casual 
traders - how is that going to 
attract new people on to sell? 

“Last week, there were two 
bread stalls right next to each 
other. Not only is that not fair 
on the guy who sells bread 
there every week, but it’s also 
not what the Saturday 
market is all about. 

“We’re sick of the council 
doing what it wants without a 
care in the world but also 
with them making out that 
the Saturday market is 
thriving and that everything 
is rosy when it certainly is 
not.” 

Last month the Weekly 
News revealed the council’s 
income from markets had 
risen from £18,443 in 2010/11 
to £52,084 in 2011/12. 

The rise comes after the 
council introduced a £10 
charge to put up stalls on the 
Saturday craft and farmers’ 
markets in 2010. 

The authority now plans to 
raise 12ft stall prices for 
casual traders from £27.57 to 
£30 in a bid to encourage 
them to sign up as regular 
traders. 

The price of 8ft stalls will 
also increase from £18.40 to 
£ 20 . 

Tracey Harding, the 
council’s tourism and town 
centre team leader, says the 


craft market has increased its 
permanent traders to 75 per 
cent occupancy and that it 
now runs with 15 per cent 
casuals. 

She said the Saturday 
markets were continuing to 
attract new traders. 

She said: “Pitch prices have 
been held for traders for the 
last four years, but we have 
increased the casual rate 
charges in order to 
encourage more traders to 
become a regular feature of 
the market. 

“The occupancy rates have 
increased and Ely Markets 
have maintained their 
reputation as being among 
the best in the area and the 
markets continue to attract 
new traders. 

“The new food row which 
has steadily built up is also 
proving to be a very popular 
new draw to the market, 
which will benefit all the 
traders.” 

But Audrey Cutter, who has 
been selling homemade 
preserves on the Saturday 
markets for around eight 
years, said: “The Saturday 
markets are losing their 
tradition and it’s a tragedy. 

“Ely is a vibrant market city 
yet the council seems to do 
all it can to destroy that. 

“The prices are continually 
going up and it’s causing 
more and more traditional 
traders to go. They’re ruining 
the market’s character and it’s 
sad to see.”

Disabled man 
grew cannabis 
‘to ease pain’ 

A DISABLED man who was caught growing 
cannabis potentially worth almost £70,000 at 
his home has avoided a jail sentence. 

Police swooped on Richard Fyson’s home 
in Soham in February this year and as they 
arrived, he told them they would find drugs 
upstairs. 

Fyson, 52, who is registered disabled as a 
result of two major car crashes, was at home 
with his brother, sister-in-law and an 8- 
month-old child at the time. 

Officers searched the entire property and 
discovered 80 cannabis plants - and all the 
equipment required to grow them - inside a 
rear upstairs bedroom. 

Based on the estimated yield of the plants, 
police say the plants would have produced 
cannabis with an estimated street value of 
between £22,000 and £68,000. 

But Fyson, of Staples Lane, insisted the 
cannabis was for his use only - and not for 
selling on. 

Having been convicted by magistrates in 
June of a charge of producing Class B drugs, 
Fyson appeared at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Thursday for sentencing. 

A small amount of heroin was also found 
at the property during a police search. 

Barnaby Hone, mitigating, insisted Fyson 
was growing the cannabis plants for his own 
use - not to deal. He said: “This was 100 per 
cent not a commercial operation.” 

Fyson had suffered injuries in two car 
accidents and Mr Hone added: “He is in 
constant pain and has used cannabis for 
some time as he says it helps him. His dealer 
then moved away from the area, which is 
when he decided to grow his own, as he 
wanted whatever he was taking to be pure.” 

Fyson was given a 26-week prison 
sentence, suspended for 18 months, and is 
now subject to a four-month curfew from 
9pm-6am every day. 

A forfeiture and destruction order of all 
drugs seized was also issued.

Former leader hits 
out over B&B cost 


OUSTED council leader 
Fred Brown has slammed 
bosses at the authority he 
once led for “wasting” 
taxpayers’ money 

Cllr Brown, former leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
has hit out at chiefs there, 
including leader Peter Moakes, 
after the Weekly News revealed the 
authority is spending tens of 
thousands of pounds each month 
on putting up local homeless 
families in bed and breakfasts. 

Speaking to the News, county 
and parish Cllr Brown, who 
represents Littleport, said: “I 
warned everyone when I was 
leader that there were tough times 
ahead but nobody listened. 

“I had around £400,000 set aside 
to deal with the massive surge in 
homelessness we are seeing now 
but they insisted we didn’t need 
such reserves. 

“That money has since been 
spent and now they are eating into 
their ever-tightening budget to 
deal with the issue. History has 
proved me right.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the council had earmarked 
£89,890 to spend on B&B 
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accommodation for the whole of 
2012/13. 

But figures show that in the last 
six months, the authority has 
already forked out a whopping 
£133,700 on putting up people in 
B&Bs until suitable 
accommodation is found. 

In July this year alone, a total of 
£37,422 was spent. 

Independent Cllr Ian Allen, who 
represents Haddenham ward, is 
concerned. 

He said: “Homelessness is now a 
massive problem in East 
Cambridgeshire and it is costing 
taxpayers tens of thousands of 
pounds to house them in B&Bs 
while the district council tries to 
sort out housing. 

“We have a duty to find the 
people who we serve somewhere 
to live. This is a crisis which is 
costing the authority - and the 
taxpayer - a fortune.” 

Cllr Brown, who lost his seat 
during the elections in May last 
year, said: “Anyone should know 
that in this economic climate and 
with housing benefit charges all 


changing, homelessness is going 
to become a big issue. 

“You would have thought the 
council would have prepared itself 
instead of dealing with it when it 
arises and wasting so much 
money.” 

Cllr James Palmer, the council’s 
deputy leader, insists 
homelessness is a “priority” for the 
council. 

He said: “The council is totally 
aware of the pressures on housing, 
especially in our case from the 
effect of the Cambridge housing 
market, and have flagged this up 
as an increasing challenge for all 
councils and a priority for the 
authority. 

“The council is developing a 
new homelessness strategy in 
response to this national challenge 
and councillors have also recently 
approved extra staff resources to 
help manage this issue. 

“This is a reflection of a national 
issue. Homelessness has increased 
nationally by 17 per cent in the last 
year. 

“It has doubled in East 
Cambridgeshire because of the 
effects of proximity to the 
booming market in Cambridge 
city.”

TWELVE kittens have been 
found dumped in a recycling 
box on a charity volunteer’s 
doorstep. 

Linda Hutchinson, co-ordinator 
of the Ely and District Cats 
Protection, returned to her home in 
Little Downham to find the 
abandoned animals. 

The kittens and two adult cats, 
believed to be the mothers, had 
been left in a plastic recycling box 
on Linda’s doorstep. 

An anonymous note had been 
posted through her door saying the 
cats had been found dumped 
elsewhere, but Linda has other 
suspicions. 

The cats are now being cared for 
by the charity, but the 
abandonment could not have come 
at a worse time. 

Linda said: “I have been involved 
with Ely and District Cats 
Protection for more than 25 years 
and things are the worst they have 
ever been. 

“An anonymous note had been

posted through my door claiming 
that someone had found the cats 
dumped elsewhere, but I doubt 
that’s the case very much. 

“If you found them dumped why 
would you then dump then again?” 

Linda blames the surge in 


unwanted cats and kittens not only 
on the credit crunch, but also 
because people are not getting their 
cats neutered. 

She said: “We currently have 
more than 50 cats and kittens 
looking for homes. 

“Although there will always be 
cats that need rehoming due to 
family circumstances such as death, 
allergies or moving house, the main 
reason for the explosion in 
numbers is that people are not 
getting their cats neutered and we 
are inundated with unwanted 
kittens. 

“People need to start being 
responsible for their pets and get 
them neutered.” 

The majority of vets in the Ely 
area have now teamed up with the 
charity to offer people on low 
incomes the chance to get their cat 
neutered for £5. 

As desperate as the charity is to 
find its cats new homes, they are 
also looking for foster carers to care 
cats or kittens until they find 
homes.

Conservatory company opens show park 


Mobile homes 
extension bid 
goes to appeal 

A PLANNING appeal has been launched 
after proposals to expand a mobile home 
park were rejected. 

Matthew Webb applied for planning 
permission to expand Cathedral View Park 
in Manor Road, Witchford, in January this 
year. 

The scheme proposed involved 
changing the use of an area of land at the 
site to accommodate up to 16 new mobile 
homes, which would increase the 
development by about 50 per cent. 

But planners at East Cambs District 
Council rejected the proposals in May this 
year. 

In a letter to Mr Webb, the council's 
head of planning Giles Hughes said: “The 
site lies in the countryside outside the 
designated settlement boundary for 
Witchford where residential development 
is strictly controlled, subject to a number 
of exceptions, including affordable 
housing. 

“The Local Planning Authority 
considers that the proposal does not 
constitute an exception to this strict 
policy of control. 

“The application provides no 
information about how the proposed 
housing is to be provided at a cost below 
market rates, or to remain at an affordable 
cost for future households.” 

Mr Webb has now lodged an appeal 
with the Secretary of State.

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Three are held after 
spate of burglaries 

A MAJOR police hunt was launched after 
more than 10 burglaries and attempted 
break-ins in the Ely area. 

The offences all happened in East 
Cambridgeshire over the weekend - and 
three men have now been arrested. 

The drama began in the early hours of 
Saturday, when properties in The Chase, 
Ely, and Dovehouse Close, Ely, were 
burgled. 

There were also four attempted 
burglaries at properties in Yorke Way and 
another attempted break-in in Dovehouse 
Close. 

In the early hours of Sunday, a property 
in Kings Parade, Soham, was raided and 
there were attempted break-ins in Station 
Road, Haddenham, in Brook Street, 
Soham, and in Orchard Row, Soham. 

Just after 2am on Monday, police 
managed to track a vehicle they believed 
was connected with the crimes. 

They tried to stop the vehicle near 
Stuntney - however, the vehicle failed to 
stop and the occupants fled. 

But with the help of the police helicopter 
and sniffer dogs, three men were located in 
a nearby field and all three were arrested. 

The men arrested are aged 18,19 and 21. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police 
said the men were all in custody at 
Parkside police station, Cambridge, and 
being questioned.

A HEALTH visitor faces 
allegations of failing to 
identify injuries - including a 
broken arm - on a baby who 
was subjected to suspected 
physical abuse by its parents. 

Deborah Kendall, who has more 
than 30 years’ experience, was 
employed as a health worker at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in Ely on 
March 22 last year when she 
allegedly failed to investigate 
bruising on a six-week-old boy as 
part of its routine six- to eight-week 
check-up. 

The Nursing and Midwifery 
Council is investigating the 
allegations, which involve the baby’s 
mother telling Kendall during the

check-up that her son had bruising 
that occurred at night. 

However, on being informed of 
this she told the baby’s mother that 
she should see the GP that day, 
according to the NMC. 

After being seen by the GP two 
days later, the baby was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge with a possible fractured 
right humerus - the bone leading 
from shoulder to elbow - and 
bruises to the hand and face. 

Both the parents were sub¬ 
sequently arrested by police and 


social services became involved. 

In addition, it is alleged Kendall 
made an inadequate record of her 
appointment with the baby and his 
mother on March 22 last year. 

Kendall, who has been subject of a 
suspension order, was present at a 
hearing on July 31 and was 
represented by James Tunley, of 
Unison. 

Mr Tunley asked that her 
suspension was replaced with a 
limited workload and direct 
supervision by another health visitor 
- though Jamie Hunt, for the NMC, 
suggested the “serious nature of the 
allegations” meant her suspension 
should continue for public 
protection. 

However, the NMC panel decided 


to allow her to practice under close 
supervision and must adhere to 
numerous conditions as Kendall had 
“demonstrated some insight into the 
shortcomings” into her practice and 
had a “previously unblemished 
nursing career of some 34 years”. 

Emma Morley, health visiting 
team manager at Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust, 
said: “Deborah Kendall was 
employed as a health visitor by the 
Trust when the alleged incident took 
place on March 22, 2011. 

“When the allegation came to 
light, we took appropriate action to 
refer the case to the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council. 

“Ms Kendall has not worked for 
the Trust since March 31, 2011.”

Enough housing 
in our village 

Sir, A meeting was called by Sutton 
Parish Council on August 7 at the Glebe 
to discuss planning proposals 
concerning development on the 
northern boundary of Sutton, loosely 
based on the findings from the Vision 
for Sutton consultation which 
suggested a further 20 to 50 houses over 
the next 20 years. This amount will no 
doubt be exceeded in a few years by the 
current building within the current 
village boundary. 

Two separate development options 
were proposed, the first for 50+ houses 
with possible further phases increasing 
the number of dwellings. The second 
was rather vague, proposing building 
on land close to the A142. There was no 
guarantee further phases of 
development would not occur once 
developers had gained a foothold in 
this area. 

In my opinion, the consensus of the 
residents at the meeting was against the 
proposals for a number of reasons. 

More than 330 houses have been built 
in recent years and the infrastructure 
and services are at breaking point. For 
people currently living on the northern 
side of the village the quality of life and 
value of their houses are both likely to 
be adversely affected. A proposed 
access road running from the top of the 
old Mepal road on to The Brook at the 
school was also a possibility. 

Comments were made this could 
become a racetrack round the village. 

I feel strongly that there has been 
enough development in this village and 
am only in favour of small-scale 
construction around the village. Clearly, 
with the financial inducements from 
Government, there is the opportunity 
for councils to receive substantial 
income from new development, and 
therefore councils have a vested 
interest. 

If you have objections to the proposals 
and wish to express your views then a 
letter to ECDC with a copy to Sutton 
Parish Council is one option. There is 
no time deadline for ECDC. SPC want 
inputs by August 17. Abetter option if 
there is an active group of residents is a 
petition whilse there is still time. The 
latter is much more effective as the 
councils cannot dispute the number of 
people who wish to see these proposals 
nipped in the bud and also some 
people will not bother to write a letter. 

If somebody is keen and able to 
organize a petition I am willing to assist 
and do a bit of footwork around the 
village to prevent further 
overdevelopment.

It’s just another 
free lunch bid 

Sir, Once again, ECDC are applying for 
a free lunch in the shape of an 
application for a grant of £5million to 
upgrade our refuse collection. There is a 
questionnaire available at the council’s 
offices and I would recommend that all 


concerned residents obtain a copy. In 
brief £2 million will buy wheelie bins, a 
further £2 million will purchase a fleet 
of refuse lorries, and £800k is the 
expected extra cost of collections over a 
five-year period. The balance will be 
spent on additional salaries to put the 
new scheme into being. The council 
hope this will increase recycling from 
37% to about 50% and generate an 
additional 2,500 to 4,000 tons of 
recycling material. I agree with the 
principal of recycling but not at the cost 
of crippling ratepayers in the future. 

The scheme is poorly explained and 
not, to my mind, fit for purpose. 

The additional waste will have no 
commercial value and will probably 
cost the ratepayers more money to turn 
into compost or subsidise recycling 
companies. 

How much will the lorries be worth in 
five years’ time and where will the 
money come from to renew? 

If we assume the £800k is calculated to 
include inflation, then £200k would be 
a realistic figure for year five collections. 
We must also remember that Veolia will 
be using “our” lorries and if the council 
cannot upgrade the fleet, thereafter the 
cost of future collections will rocket. 
How will a council that cannot run The 
Maltings or the swimming pool cope 
with a £2 million fleet of lorries? 

They will take the easy way out and 
effectively give them to Veolia who in 
turn have no incentive to maintain or 
conserve an asset they do not own. 
Remember the “free lunch” that 
generated two masterplans and the 
further snack for the Country Park. 

This cost the general taxpayers more 
than £1 million and was promptly 
frittered away by our council with no 


benefit to the local residents.

Time may be up for 
problem car parkers

PLANS are afoot to prevent 
“crafty” commuters from 
clogging up residential streets - 
sometimes for days on end. 

For years, residents and business 
owners in Littleport have been calling 
for action to stop commuters parking 
outside their homes and premises. 

Instead of parking in the car park at 
Littleport railway station, many 
motorists park in Station Road and 
Lynn Road - often so they don’t have 
to pay to park. 

Some commuters have even been 
known to park their car on the 
roadside on a Monday morning and 
not collect it again until a Friday 
evening. 

Now Littleport Parish Council and 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
are planning to make both the roads 
subject to restricted parking zones, 
meaning if motorists park there for 
longer than an allowed time, they will 
be fined.

There are also talks about almost 
doubling the size of the station car 
park - and parish councillors are now 
looking at suitable land which could 
be made into extra parking spaces. 

Parish Cllr Fred Brown, who is 
chairman of the Littleport Neigh¬ 
bourhood Panel, said: “The parish 
council, with the district councfi’s 
support, is planning to bring in 
measures which will help to solve 
these issues. 

“We need there to be parking 
restrictions in Station Road and Lynn 
Road, something along the fines of just 
one hour in the morning and one hour 
in the evening. 

“That would make it an offence for 
people to park their cars in the road 
but would enable people to drop-off 
and collect others from the station 


without having to park in the car park. 

“This has been an issue for many 
years and I cannot remember there 
being a neighbourhood panel meeting 
where the issue has not been raised. 

“At times, Station Road and Lynn 
Road are clogged with cars and it’s 
dangerous. It’s mainly by crafty people 
who don’t want to pay to park, which 
just isn’t on. 

“There are even some people who 
are commuting into London and 
leaving their vehicles parked on the 
roadside from Monday morning 
through to Friday evening. 

“We used to have a similar issue in 
Ely but we hope to have measures in 
place soon which will stop this in 
Littleport.” 

Cllr Brown says there are numerous 
areas of land which could be turned 
into extra car parking facilities and 
that the parish council is now 
investigating. 


Rare heron pays 
a wetland visit 

A RARE heron has been spotted on 
marshland in Cambridgeshire - and 
twitchers are eager to get a glimpse of it. 

Birdwatchers from across the 
country have been flocking to the 
Sutton Gault and Mepal area to try to 
spot the Purple Heron. 

The stunning adult bird, which is a 
mixture of lilacs and greys, was first 
spotted among reed beds in Sutton 
Gault around 10 days ago. 

The heron, which is usually found in 
southern Europe or southern and 
eastern Asia, is now said to have moved 
to the Mepal area. 

Josh Jones, a spokesman for Bird 
Guides, said: “We’ve had lots of 
sightings of this purple heron and 
twitchers are certainly going mad for it. 

“It was first spotted in Sutton Gault 
and now people are seeing it in Mepal. 

“Purple herons are rare and it’s not 
very often they come into the UK, 
although there was recently a pair 
which bred in Kent. 

“I’d say as autumn approaches this 
bird will take off and head to Africa.” 

Just weeks ago another rare heron, a 
squacco heron, which again is from 
southern Europe, was spotted at the 
Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust in Welney.

Mr Satchell has applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission and 
describes the turbine as “micro 
scale”. 

The proposed height to the hub 
is 14.97m and the diameter of 
the blades would be 5.6m. 

In a statement to the council, 

Mr Satchell’s agents said: “The 
project will provide Toms Hole 
Farmhouse with a suitable 
method of generating a 
renewable, sustainable and 
efficient electrical energy supply 
using a single micro wind 
turbine. 

“The turbine to be installed is 
economically viable, robust and 
quiet by design and extremely 
efficient. The turbine will be 
mounted on 15m towers and 
will be grid connected to a 
single phase supply.” 

The decision lies with the 
district council and could be 
made within eight weeks.

Father sets out on lifesaving quest 


A FATHER has given platelets for 
the first time after his son’s life 
was saved with the help of vital 
blood transfusions. 

Mark Fairhurst, of Soham, gave 
platelets - cells in the blood 
which help to stem blood loss by 
enabling clotting - after 
transfusions helped his son 
recover during chemotherapy 
treatment at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

He said: “My son Liam had his 
life saved on several occasions 
with blood and platelet donations 
when he was undergoing 


chemotherapy at Addenbrooke’s. 

“Forget about any fears of 
needles - this is an easy way to 
be a hero to someone out there 
who could die without getting 
blood,or more importantly, the 
platelets that they need. 

“A few minutes of your own 
time is nothing compared with the 
life changing/saving opportunity it 
will give someone else. 

“Forget wondering ‘what if’ and 
go out and do.” 

Mr Fairhurst gave platelets at 
Cambridge Blood Donor Centre. 

Platelet transfusions are often 


needed for very ill patients, whose 
bone marrow is not working 
properly, including cancer or 
leukaemia sufferers undergoing 
chemotherapy.

Showmen’s yard 
plans rejected 


PLANS to build two 
new showmen's yards in 
Wilburton have been 
thrown out by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Showmen lames Gilbey 
and Raymond Pearson were 
hoping to move their families 
on to land in Whitecross Road 
- an area which has many 
showmen’s yards. 

In tune, they applied for 
planning permission to 
change the use of around two 
acres of former agricultural 
land north of number 198. 

The families wanted to 
create two new plots and 
planned to both live and 
store their equipment on the 
site. 

But their plans have been 
rejected by planners at the 
district council, who say the 
development would have an 
“adverse impact” on the 
landscape.

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In a letter to the applicants, 
head of planning Giles 
Hughes said: “The creation of 
two travelling show people 
plots on the northern side of 
Whitecross Road would be 
against the current grain of 
development and would 
create a significant encroach¬ 
ment into the open country¬ 
side, with an adverse effect 
on the landscape setting. 

“Such development could 
also open the door for similar 
future development on the 
northern side of Whitecross 
Road, which would further 
erode the openness of 
landscape.” 

Mr Hughes said the access 
to the proposed site was also 
“unsatisfactory” and that it 
was likely vehicles would end 
up being manoeuvred on the 


verge of the road. 

The plans had not been 
met by any objections from 
locals but Wilburton Parish 
Council said it “strongly” 
opposed the plans. 

In a letter to the district 
council, the parish council 
said: “There is already 
considerable development in 
this area and this would be 
the wrong side of the road for 
more development. 

“The road is already 
currently overused and there 
is no capacity for further 
development.” 

County and district Cllr Bill 
Hunt, who is a local member 
for Wilburton, added creating 
two extra plots on the land 
would be an “unacceptable 
encroachment into the 
countryside.” 

He added: “Any extension 
of use in that area has all 
sorts of drainage, road 
capacity and flood risk 
issues.” 


Chamber 
boss is 
upbeat 
on jobs 

THE prospects for 
jobseekers may look 
bleak nationwide, but 
recruitment experts 
insist that is not the 
case in Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

lohn Bridge OBE, 
chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of Comm¬ 
erce, is quashing recent 
reports that say there is 
a decrease in perm¬ 
anent and temporary 
job vacancies in the 
UK. 

He said: “We are very 
fortunate that the 
economic outlook here 
in Cambridgeshire 
rarely reflects the 
negative picture 
painted in the national 
media. 

“Indeed, the results 
of our most recent 
quarterly economic 
survey showed that 
across the county 38 
per cent of res¬ 
pondents were exp¬ 
ecting to take on new 
staff over the coming 
three months, with 58 
per cent having already 
taken on new staff in 
the previous three 
months. 

“It is very positive to 
hear from members 
that these findings 
have now been 
replicated first-hand 
on the ground. 

“The Bank of 
England’s recent 
announcement has 
been unsettling for 
some business owners, 
but in reality they 
should never have 
forecast growth as high 
as they did when every 
indicator showed that 
the economic recovery 
would be far more 
steady. 

“Businesses are 
currently experiencing 
a stable economy and 
a slow but stable 
recovery, one which 
rash announcements 
and irresponsibly 
excessive predictions 
are only going to 
derail.” 

Ely-based recruit¬ 
ment consultants, 
Labour Tech Recruit¬ 
ment Ltd, agree. 

Ian Bisset, the firm’s 
head of recruitment, 
said: “We have 

definitely seen a 
marked increase in the 
number of vacancies 
we are being appro¬ 
ached to fill month-on- 
month.

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Dad’s tears as 
son he shopped 
gets jail term 


A FATHER who 
shopped his own son 
to police after he was 
caught burgling the 
family home wept in 
court as he was jailed. 

Eric Hugel returned to 
his home in Wisbech 
Road, Littleport, and 
walked through the door 
to hear someone running 
up the stairs. 

Aware that nobody else 
should have been inside 
the property, he 
immediately dialled 999. 

Police arrived and 
upstairs they found Mr 
Hugel’s 21-year-old son 
Daniel Hugel, with a black 
sports bag in his room. 

Inside the bag was an air 
gun, which was licensed to 
Eric Hugel, a laptop, 
jewellery and alcohol, all 
of which belonged in the 
family home. 

Hugel, who has a five- 
year-old son and was 
recently thrown out of 
home by his family, 
appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court on August 9, 
having pleaded guilty to 
burglary. 

The court heard Hugel 
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used a crowbar to gain 
entry to the house and that 
it was not the first time he 
had stolen from his own 
family. 

Barnaby Hone, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Eric Hugel 
returned home at around 
8.30pm on March 3 and as 
he opened the door he 
heard someone running 
up the stairs. 

“He called the police 
and when they got there 
officers found a black 
sports bag with an air gun, 
a laptop, jewellery and 
alcohol in the son’s room. 

“Hugel had previously 
lived there but he was 
thrown out by the family 
as he had stolen items 
from the house and was 
being verbally abusive to 
them. 

“If Hugel’s five-year-old 
son is visiting his grand¬ 
parents then he will visit 
the home, which he did 
the day before this offence 
occurred. 

“As well as stealing the 
items, he also caused 


extensive damage inside 
by smashing some 
windows, a door and a 
cupboard. 

“Eric and his family are 
obviously very distressed 
about what has happened 
and want Hugel to get 
help.” 

Toby Hall, mitigating, 
said: “My client is a 21- 
year-old man with 
significant troubles. 

“He has had significant 
instability in his fife and 
has had problems with 
drugs in the past. There are 
also some mental health 
concerns. 

“Mr Hugel’s father does 
not want to see his son go 
to jail - he wants to see 
him get help for the issues. 

“He has been remanded 
in custody for the past 44 
days and has not been 
coping. Only at the 
weekend he tried to take 
his own life. 

“He does fundamentally 
understand that what he 
did was wrong.” 

But Judge Anthony Bate 
insisted jail was the “only 
option” and sentenced 
Hugel to 12 months 
behind bars.

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Action call on 
speeding cars 


FAMILIES fed-up with 
motorists flouting the 
speed limits in their 
town are calling for 
action. 

The majority of Soham’s 
town centre is subject to 
20mph and 30mph speed 
limits - but residents say 
motorists, including “silly 
boy racers”, are ignoring the 
limits. 

Residents say people’s 
lives are being put at risk 
and they insist the only way 
to stop the culprits is to fit 
permanent speed cameras 
in all of the town’s 20mph 
and 30mph zones. 

Mum-of-two Shelley 
Wilde, of Fordham Road, 
said: “It’s all very well having 
speed limits but there’s no 
point in having them if 
they’re being ignored. 

“The majority of drivers 
do stick within the limit but 
there are some who know 
they’re not going to get 
caught and just put their 
foot down. 

“It’s only a matter of time 
before someone is seriously 
hurt or killed by a speeder in 
Soham. We already have the 
issue of a lack of pedestrian 
crossings which mums all 
over the town are 
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campaigning for. 

“What we also need is 
speed cameras so that those 
who are speeding are caught 
and punished.” 

The issue has also been 
raised on the community 
website, ShapeYourPlace. 

Mr B Brady said: “Can we 
please get permanent speed 
cameras in all 20 mph and 
30 mph areas of Soham? 

“How useless is it to have 
so-called 20 mph areas if it is 
completely ignored and 
there are no consequences 
whatsoever? 

“There are still just as 
many silly boy-racers about 
and many of them are old 
enough to have got the 
juvenile speeding thing out 
of their system. 

“The fines, points and 
court appearances will 
certainly deter these anti¬ 
social and dangerous threats 
to our children’s safety, and 
put a bit more money in the 
coffers to pay for the whole 
thing. Something effective 
needs to be done to put a 
stop to this truly ugly and 
uncivilised behaviour now.” 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which is 


responsible for installing 
speed cameras, says it does 
not feel any are needed in 
the town “at this time”. 

A spokesman for the 
council said: “We work 
closely with local comm¬ 
unities and the police on all 
aspects of road safety and 
driver behaviour. 

“Enforcement of speed 
limits is a matter for 
Cambridgeshire police and 
speed cameras are installed 
on the grounds of road 
safety rather than speed 
enforcement. 

“We would only consider 
providing them at known 
accident cluster sites where 
speed has been a significant 
factor in the accidents that 
have occurred, and then 
only where there is no other 
feasible engineering sol¬ 
ution. 

“The injury accident data 
for the town has been 
reviewed and there are no 
cluster sites within Soham 
that would meet the criteria 
for further consideration at 
this time. 

“But we would be happy 
to discuss other possible 
solutions to the speeding 
issue in Soham and how 
any agreed work could be 
funded.”

Action call over 
weeds and litter

LITTER and overgrown 
verges are making one 
of the main entrances 
into Ely look like a 
“slum”. 

That’s the message from 
residents who are calling for 
action over the scruffiness of 
the Ely railway crossing area 
in Station Road. 

With the area being one of 
the main gateways into the 
city, people are calling on 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to tidy the area - and 
keep it that way. 

But the land is owned by 
Network Rail, which means 
maintaining it is not the 
council’s responsibility 

David Seabright, of 
Townsend, Soham, works in 
Ely and drives under the 
crossing every day. 

He said: “This is one of the 
main entrances into Ely, with 
thousands of people driving 
through the Station Road 
area everyday. 

“The area is a state. The 
verges are all overgrown and 
there is litter everywhere. It 
makes that area of the city 
look like a slum. 


“I know the litter is only 
there because careless 
people hurl it out their 
windows, but surely we 
should have people picking 
it up, just like they do in the 
city centre? 

“I live in the area and feel 
appalled, so goodness knows 
what visitors must think.” 

Alice folly, from Barway, 
said: “It’s one of the busiest 
parts of Ely and for many it is 
the first thing they see as 
they enter the city. 

“We need the grass cutting 
regularly, we need the weeds 
removed, and we need the 
rubbish cleared-and not just 
once in a blue moon. 

“It’d be even nicer if we 
could get some hanging 
baskets or planters down 
there to inject some colour, 
or how about a quirky 


monument that’s relevant to 
Ely?” 

Network Rail says it will 
now take action to remove 
litter from the area. 

Sam Kelly, a spokes¬ 
woman for the organisation, 
said: “Network Rail manages 
762 miles of railway across 
Anglia, so we welcome any 
information from members 
of the public which helps us 
keep the railway in full 
working order and in a 
presentable condition. 

“Now we have been 
alerted to the fact that our 
land is in need of some 
attention, we will look to 
remove litter from this 
location as soon as possible.”

THERE’S a sticky 
situation in Ely’s 
High Street - and 
council workers are 
being urged to 
tackle it. 

Shoppers are pleading 
for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to 
remove discarded 
chewing gum from the 
city’s High Street more 
frequently. 

The council holds 
special chewing gum 
cleaning operations in 
the centres of Ely, Soham 
and Littleport four times 
every year. 

But residents insist it 
needs doing more often 
in Ely’s High Street. 

Sarah Fitzgerald, of 
King’s Avenue, Ely, said: 
“I can’t believe the 
amount of chewing gum 
that’s on the High Street. 

“The people who just 
chuck their chewing gum 
on the floor instead of 
putting it in a bin 
obviously haven’t ever 
had to scrape it off their 
or their children’s shoes. 

“I had to do it the 
other day as my daughter 
accidentally trod in a

piece near the Spar shop. 
It got stuck in between 
the grooves of her 
trainers and took ages to 
get off. 

“Having returned to 
the High Street since, I 
was shocked to see just 
how much discarded 
chewing gum there is on 
the pavements. 

“The council’s street 
cleaners need to be 
cleaning the gum off 
more regularly. It’s not 
only frustrating when it 
gets stuck to your shoes 
but it also looks un¬ 
sightly. 

“And as for the people 
responsible - put it in a 
bin.” 

The issue with che¬ 
wing gum in the High 
Street has also been 
raised at the Ely Neigh¬ 
bourhood Panel mee¬ 
tings recently. 

One resident, who did 
not want to be named, 
said: “The issue has been 
raised at a panel meeting 
and I don’t think much 


has been done about it. 

“We need to keep on 
top of the chewing gum 
instead of dealing with it 
when it becomes an 
issue. 

“It’s just sad that it’s 
another disgusting habit 
that us taxpayers are 
forced to fork out for.” 

A spokesman for the 
district council said: 
“Our waste collection 
and street cleansing 
contracts dictates that 
chewing gum is cleared 
four times a year from 
the pavements in the 
town centres of Ely, 
Soham and Littleport. 

“We have not received 
any complaints recently 
about chewing gum on 
the pavements in Ely, but 
if anyone feels that there 
is a problem on any 
particular street and they 
contact us with the 
location, we would be 
happy to investigate 
further and consider any 
additional clean-up 
measures which may be 
necessary.”

CHURCHGOERS in Haddenham are 
going potty for yoghurt pots as part of 
a national fundraising competition. 

Haddenham Methodist Church is 
taking part in TerraCycle’s Tops of the 
Pots initiative, which is a campaign to 
get people recycling as many yoghurt 
pots as they can. 

If the church is among the top five 
collectors in the country it could win 
up to £200 for its chosen school or 
charity so residents are being urged to 
save as many pots as possible. 

The church also earns two 
TerraCycle points for the weight of 


each yogurt pot and bottle that it 
sends in. 

Each point can then be redeemed 
for a Ip contribution which the church 
uses towards essential church funds. 

Mavis Middleton, a member of 
Haddenham Methodist Church, said: 
“Haddenham Methodist Church joined 
the Activia Yogurt Brigade in 
November 2009 and to date we have 
collected 1,044 yogurt pots and 
bottles and have earned £22.40 with 
TerraCycle. 

“We ask that local people help us in 
our attempts to win the Top of the Pots 


whilst helping the local environment 
by saving as many of these yogurt 
pots and bottles from local landfill as 
possible.” 

People can drop their empty pots 
off, as well as Kenco Eco Refill packs 
and baby food pouches of any brand, 
to the church during the fortnightly 
Wednesday morning coffee service, 
the Sunday morning service, or the 
coffee morning on the second 
Saturday of the month. 

The competition is running until the 
end of October.

The community group, who 
are fully trained by the 
ambulance service, volunteer 
their time to attend medical 
emergencies in Fladdenham, 
Wilburton and Aldreth. 


They provide patients with 
vital care before an ambulance 
arrives and often save lives. 

The group will be using the 
money to buy a second full set of 
equipment, which includes a 
defibrillator, aspirator and oxygen 
cylinders. 

Paul Mitchell, one of the first 
responders, said: “This generous 
donation will allow greater 
flexibility, extended coverage and 
more on-call hours for the 
service. 

“Whilst attending the festival 


and sharing our work with the 
crowds, we were also able to 
recruit a new volunteer who will 
commence their training shortly.” 

In the 14 years the beer 
festival has been running, it has 
raised more than £40,000 for 
local charities.

Wilburton Youth Group, HEART, 
Wilburton Baptist Baby and 
Toddler Group and Humpty’s 
Pre-School in Wilburton also 
benefited from this year’s 
festival.

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Rare types in 
wildlife survey

WILDLIFE enthusiasts 
have identified hund¬ 
reds of animal species 
- including some very 
rare types - as part of a 
massive stock-take at 
two of Cambridge¬ 
shire’s nature reserves. 

Members of the public 
joined in to compile die lists 
of species at the Wildlife 
Trust’s Great Fen, near 
Huntingdon, and the 
National Trust’s Wicken Fen. 

Organisers were hoping to 
track down 2,012 species to 
coincide with it being the 
year 2012 in what they call a 
BioBlitz. 

They notched up 1,044 at 
the Great Fen, and a further 
917 were recorded at Wicken 
Fen. With more results still 
trickling in, it is expected 
they will beat their target. 

Nature conservation 
pioneer and Cambridge 
resident Charles Rothschild 
established the first UK 
nature reserve when he 
bought Wicken Fen in 1899.

executive of the trust, said: 
“For me the most interesting 
aspect of surveying Charles 
Rothschild’s first nature 
reserve, in the centenary of 
the Wildlife Trusts, was to 
think which species 
Rothschild and his friends 
would not have seen. 

“When Rothschild bought 
Woodwalton Fen, marsh 
harriers no longer bred in 
Britain, red kites were extinct 
in England, but corncrakes 
would still be familiar in our 
area. 

“He would have been 
shocked that anyone 
considered tree sparrow, grey 


partridge or willow tit to be 
in need of conservation.” 

Mr Eversham said: “The 
biggest changes are among 
the insects. In an hour’s walk 
at Woodwalton Fen, I found 
14 species which Rothschild 
would not have seen, seven 
of which arrived in Britain in 
the last half century, 
including the forked-palped 
harvestman, a ram’s-horn 
gall wasp, a tree-living 
plantbug, median tree wasp 
and the chestnut slug. 

“A few of these have been 
transported by human 
activity, most are a signal of 
the changing climate.” 

Other rarities included the 
synageles venator, an ant 
mimic jumping spider of 
national scarcity rinodina 
sophodes, a lichen which is 
new to Huntingdonshire and 
the first sight in four years of 
the marbled white spot 
moth. 

At Wicken Fen, they found 
a small flowered buttercup 
which was new to the 
reserve, saw 237 soprano 
pipistrelle bats leave their 
roost, and found a scarce 
reed leopard moth, as well as 
recording otters and more 
than 70 species of lichen.

Dazzling Broadway show 
full of energy and pizzazz

THE popular show 42nd Street is 
customarily a huge production, full 
of energy, dazzling dancers and 
almost overwhelming pizzazz. 

The production by KD 
Productions indeed had all the 
energy, sparkle and pizzazz one 
could hope for but as the show was 
in preparation for going to the 
Edinburgh Festival this month it 
was a smaller production than 
usual, but it lost nothing in its 
translation. 

This company of talented singers 
and dancers swept the audience 
through a fantastic performance. 
The singing, dancing and 
choreography were phenomenal 
and notable characters took 
people into the world of Broadway 
Productions. 

Lucinda Withers played a highly 
talented and seasoned star 
Dorothy Brock, Karina Locke gave 
the shy, naive but talented 
newcomer Peggy Sawyer credible 
substance while Phillip Pope was 
the epitome of the powerful 
director Julian March with his slick 
persuasive showbiz talk. Ollie Scott 
was an excellent wealthy but goofy 
Abner Dillon. 

All participants were integral 
characters in an overall highly 
successful show. The company 
included a series of other highly 
entertaining characters: Anne 
Reilly (played by Lucy Bell), Phyllis 
Dale (Mollie Shaw), Lorraine 
Flemming (Jessica Theobald), 
Gladys (Robyn Howe), Diane

Smith), Winne (Mollie Kerr), Robyn

Hutton), Billy Lawlor (Albert 
Linsdell), Andy Lee (Bryn Cash), 

Mac (Tomas Mountain), Pat 
Denning (Dominic Owen), and the 
Paper Boy (James D Thompson). 

This was a demanding 
production as the standard had to 
be very high to fulfill the 
requirements of a Broadway 
production but these fine 
performers managed it. There were 
amazing tap dancing routines, and 
a constant flow of skillfully 
choreographed dances. The 
glittering vitality of the performers 
lit up the necessarily minimal 
staging. A brilliant variety of 
costumes and some amazingly 
rapid changes added to the zest of 
the proceedings. 

There were a number of highly 
popular songs including You're 
Getting to Be a Habit with Me sung 
beautifully by Dorothy. The 
company's singing and dancing 
was captivating especially in We're 
in the Money and Lullaby of 
Broadway, in which the harmony 
was particularly effective. The 
sheer joie de vivre of Forty-Second 
Street performed by Peggy and the 
company was also particularly 
memorable. 

Support from the musicians, 
sound, lights and front of house 
inevitably helped to make the 
event a success. Producer/director 
Daniel Bell, and producer/ 
choreographer Katherine Hickmott 
(who also starred as Maggie Jones) 
are to be congratulated for such an 
enjoyable production. They should 
do well at the Edinburgh Fringe.

GARDENING 


Showing them a touch of glass 


W HILE many 

gardeners wait 
until autumn to 
carry out vital greenhouse 
maintenance, summer is 
also a good time as it’s 
generally warm enough for 
you to put pots outside to 
allow you to move around 
inside. 

Greenhouse and frame 
maintenance should be carried 
out a couple of times a year, 
ideally in early spring when you 
can clean the glass inside and out, 
wash down the staging and 
remove debris from guttering. 

At this time of year, take 
advantage on dry days by making 
sure the glass fits snugly to the 
frame and replace any broken 
panes, wearing gloves and a pair 
of goggles. 

Use a hose and long-handled, 
soft-bristled brush to clean the 
roof glass, while you can take a 
washing-up cloth to the sides 
going over all areas, because even 
if the glass looks clean, it will 
probably have a thin layer of 
algae on it. Where panes overlap, 
use a lolly stick or plastic plant 
label to ease out the dirt before 
giving the area a squirt with the 
hose pipe. 

Clean out debris from guttering 
and check that the brackets are 
sound and firmly attached and

that there are no leaks. A leaking 
gutter is a common cause of 
rotting frames in wooden 
greenhouses. Small leaks can be 
repaired with a flexible, 
transparent, silicone polymer 
applied with a mastic gun, but for 
larger leaks, you may have to fit 
new gutters and downpipes. 

Wooden frames need to be 
scrubbed clean with detergent 
and should be checked for rot. 

Cut back rotten wood to where it 
is sound and replace it with 
naturally durable wood such as 
pressure-treated timber. New bare 
wood should be treated with 
wood preservative. Aluminium 
frames should only require a 
quick brush over. 

Once you have cleaned the 
outside, bring your plants 
outdoors if weather permits and 
remove weeds from the corners of 
the greenhouse and gaps between 
the paving stones of the path. 
Wash and clean the glass and 


frame inside, sweep away debris 
and wash down staging, which 
will help prevent problems from 
pests and diseases over the 
winter. 

The resting stages of pests, 
especially the non-feeding adult 
females of red spider mites, can 
be hit hard by washing down. 
Allow the greenhouse to dry 
before moving the plants back in 
and check vents, lubricate hinges 
and adjust automatic vent 
openers. 

Remember that all the usual 
greenhouse pests will remain 
active and breed rapidly in warm 
weather. Biological controls are 
very effective in the greenhouse, 
but be careful not to destroy them 
with insecticides. 

It’s wise to give each plant a 
health check before you bring it 
back in, weeding it and trimming 
if necessary. Dead leaves can be 
removed and you can boost your 
plant with a new top dressing. 
Pick off any slugs, snails or other 
pest and leave any plant which is 
infested with pests outside for 
more treatment. 

If you have recurring problems 
with moss and algae on internal 
greenhouse surfaces, try 
increasing ventilation. Be aware, 
too, that algae, moss and 
liverwort growth can also occur if 
pots and seed trays are not 
thoroughly cleaned and sterilised 
before use. 



TAKE CARE: although autumn is a good time to tackle greenhouse maintenance, 
summer can present its own opportunities for a little tender loving care.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

G Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.
